A shoulder to lean 

Center offers support to victims when they need inmost

GURNEE - Imagine what. a horrible experi- 
ence it would he to be the victim of a sexual at- 
tack. Imagine the physical pain and the eruption 
of feelings - fear, anger, confusion, and shame. 

Now, add to that the fact that after that terrify- 
ing ordeal, the police and the doctors are in a race 
to beat the clock in order to get what they need to 
do their job. . 

This is where the advocates from the Zacharjas 
Sexual Abuse Center come into place. 

The center's staff is professionally trained to 
make the experiences, of the result of sexual 
abuse less frighteningfor the victim. They aid the 
professionals such as the police officers and the 
medical staff by reminding them of the sensitive 
emotional state that the victim is in. 

"They are an integral part of the process," said 
Jay Patrick, commander' at the Gurnee Police 
Station. "It is very important to the victims* [to. 
have them there], and that helps us by making the 
victims more at ease." 

Patrick says he knows that the questions police 
officers need to ask to get the information they 
need can make the victims feel intimidated, but 
that having a professional advocate helps. 

"We tell them exactly what is going to happen 
and we attend to their needs," said Wendy Ivy, dl- ■ 
rector of Advocacy and Volunteer Services at the 
Zacharias Sexual Abuse Center. 

Ivy said the advocate's primary role is to pro- 
tect the victim's rights and give emotional sup-, 
port to the victim and the family. 

"It's to our benefit to work well with the com- 
munity," Ivy said. "We're really a team." 

Ivy. said that the more sensitive and complete 
the procedure is, the easier' the healing will be. 

"No matter how long they need us to be there 
with them we stay," Ivy said. 

The center has networking agreements with 
the 42 police stations in Lake County and all qf 
the hospitals. An advocate from the Zacharias 
Center is always available to be called on. " 

The center also works with schools and the 
state's attorneys by providing education and 
-training. The center also teaches children and 
adults preventive measures to sexual abuse. 

: "We work with preschoolers, elementary 
schools, middle schools and' colleges," said Jane

Lake County's 
disaster status 
sparks changes

Lake County has seen its fair 
share of snow this. winter. So much 
snow that the county was declared a 
disaster area by Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich. 

,' Kevin Kerrigan with the Lake 
County Division of Transportation 
said he has an unofficial estimate of 
73 inches of snow Lake County has 
seenthis winter, as of March 3. 

Because Lake County, has been 
considered a disaster area, steps are 
being' taken to determine whether 



municipalities 'can receive compen- 
■ sat ion. for the extra, work they have 
done because of heavy snowfalls. 

"We're sort of in a wait and see," 
said Kent Mackenzie; emergency 
management coordinator of Lake 
County. . ' ' 

• Mackenzie said the county is 
waiting to : see whether the federal 
government agrees with the state 
along with the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA). 

If authorized, each unit of gov- 
ernment.can apply to FEMA for re- 
imbursement of some of the costs, 
Mackenzie said. Reimbursement of 
those extra costs could be as much as 
80 percent, Mackenzie said, but typi- 
cally is about 75 percent. 

State officials also are looking to 
do their part. State Sen. Michael 
Bond, D-Grayslake, announced that 
he will meet with Milton Sees, 
Illinois Department of 

Transportation secretary, to discuss 



this year's snowfall removal in Lake 
County. Bond said a date has not 
been set, but will likely be/within the 
next two weeks. 

Bond said he met twice in 2007 
with IDOT representatives and other 
area lawmakers for secure addi- 
tional fundings for snow removal 
services in northern Lake County. 
The yards served are by Gray slake 
and Gurnee IDOT. 

"While we've made significant 
progress in improving the perform- 
ance of our IDOT yards as a results 
of the action taken in 2007, the snow- 
falls of Feb. 5 remind us that we 
must continue to be vigilant in plan- 
ning and preparing for extreme 
events'," Bond said in a release. 

The upcoming meeting will allow 
Bond and Sees to discuss what 
worked this winter and what didn't 
work; They also will discuss "what is 
within our power and control with 
snow removal," Bond said. 



Many other topics will be up for; 
discussion such as equipment, maim 
tenance, upgrades, route changes^ 
driver training, and much more. ' > 

The 2007 changes added. six neu£ 
routes with additional staff at 
Grayslake and Gurnee yards, a pur-; 
chase of seven new trucks, a de-; 
crease in the average route length to; 
28 miles, and improved communica- 
tion and intergovernmental cooper- 
ation, according to a release. 

Bond said he still- thinks ■ the 
routes need to increase. He also said 
he would like to see a standard im- 
plemented when it comes to parts be- 
cause not all parts on vehicles are in- 
terchangeable. 

"Parts not being interchangeable 
can be a problem," he said. * ■ : 

Bond said for example that if 
something breaks during a snow- 
storm it will add more lag time and 
frustration if parts in stock aren't 
compatible with the trucks.

* We cannot express our sympathies enough for the 
victims of this tragedy What occurred at NIU was hor- 
rifying. However, we think that this issue - what to do 
with Cole Hall - should be approached pragmatically, 
not emotionally. . 

It certainly, would be understandable for the univer- 
sity to gut and renovate Cole Hall. And we think that 
some memorial for the victims of the shootings at that 
location is needed. But we do not think that the entire 
building needs to be torn down, that tens of millions 
must be spent on a new building, and that the ground 
must declared "consecrated." 

Other schools and universities have had to deal 
with similar circumstances. 

Norris Hall at Virginia Tech reopened. The build- 
ing was the site of 30 of 32 murders during the shoot- 
ings that occurred in 2007. The building still houses 
engineering offices and laboratories on the first floor.. 
The second tloor classrooms, where most of the shoot- 
ings occurred, is being renovated into the Center for 
Peace Studies and Violence Prevention. 

The Columbine High School massacre occurred 
throughout the high school. Ultimately, school offi- 
cials decided to tear down the library and construct a 
new library elsewhere at the high school. The library 
was tlie location where most of the students were 
killed. 

It might be unrealistic to suggest that students re- 
sume taking classes in the Cole Hall auditorium, at 
least without major renovations. 

But we think that the existing building still can be 
a useful structure that also memorializes the victims 
of the shoot in g, ;> .-

Ingleside ' 
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Tax increment financing law needs change 



From time to time, in this . 
column!, I have written about . 
the need to change state laws 
that govern tax increment fi- 
nancing districts, sometimes . 
called TIFs. When the law was 
enacted, its purpose was to 
stimulate development in 
blighted areas. No law has been 
passed that has so abused the ■ 
original intent of the legisla- 
tion. 

I'm writing again because 
there have been recent discus- 
sions that highlight the need 
for tax district reforms. The ar- 
guments for change emphasize 
that the' public must have 
transparency on how govern- 
ments are using funds gener- 
ated in tax districts. 
■ Last November, the Civic 
Federation of Chicago, a tax- 
payer watch group, released its 
study of tax districts. Its report 
indicated that public subsidies 
in Chicago" tax districts have 
generated more than a billion ■ 
dollars in private investments, 
so development has been ener- 
gized, It concludes, though, 
that there are many unan- 
swered questions. ,

First, there is no oversight 
nor accounting to the public of 
how tax district funds are 
spent, so it is impossible to de- , 
termine how much of private 
spending would have happened 
without the aid of pubic subsi- 
dies. That hints at the real 
question. Were tax increment 
financing districts created to 
rebuild blighted areas or to 
give public assistance to well- 
heeled private developers? In 
Chicago, because so many of 
the tax districts are in the 
Central Loop area, my guess is 
that these were not blighted lo- 
cations. So, the projects would 
have probably occurred with- 
out assistance driven by tax 
district incentives. 

Last summer, before the 
Civic Federation report,Crain's 
Chicago Business, a pro-busi- 



ness weekly newspaper, . . 
. demonstated how the'tax dis- 
trict law has been abused. It ed- 
itorialized the merger of the 
Chicago Board of Trade and 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange 
was helped along by a $40 mil- 
lion tax district grant that 
sweetened the deal. 

The newpaper made the 
point that the Board of Tratje 
property designated for the 
merger headquarters was in a 
tax district but in no way could 
be classified as a blighted area. 
It intimated that the merger of. 
the exchange giants would 
have happened without the 
public assistance, It said, "Are 
these struggling companies in 
need of a helping hand?" 

What is troubling is that the 
property taxes within tax dis- 
trict boundaries are frozen for 
at least 23 years, except that 
municipalities can use new tax 
revenues for development and 
infrastructure improvements 
within the district. So, taxing 
bodies like school districts find 
their tax sources frozen, while 
municipalities are the benefici- 
ary of new revenues. 



Another indication that tax 
districts laws are on the' radar 
screen was the introduction of 
a bill in the Illinois House by 
Rep. John Fritchey, D-Chicago. 
It would require.more informa- 
tion of how property taxes are 
affected by tax districts. 

He said at this time when 
homeowners are reeling from 
skyrocketing property taxes 
and money is tight for families, 
people should absolutely know 
how. and where the millions 
collected by tax districts are 
being spent. 

Unfortunately, the chance 
that any such reform of tax 
districts will become law is ■' 
slim to none. Tax districts have 
become "public welfare for pri- 
vate developers." 

They in turn become large- 
scale political contributors .,, 
all at the expense of ordinary 
taxpayers and taxing bodies '. 
other than municipalities. But 
cities want to keep that cash 
cow alive and well.

Frantically screamihi."blbhazard" might be too 
dramatic for these.scena.riQs>, But local health 
experts insist regular hartcjrwashing is key to pre-, 
venting the spread of gefrji'i^This is especially 
true during the 11 u seasonfas viruses can survive 
for hours on everything from office phones to com- 
puter keyboards. 

"Your No. 1 defense in regards to staying . 
healthy is washing your hands," said Algonquin 
family practice physician Philip Favia. "The major- 
ity of illnesses this time of year are passed on by 
two means. One is airborne. The second is hand-to- 
mouth."' 

Is it possible to oversanitlze? With all those 
hand-sanitizing gels on the market, and sanitizing 
wipes available even when you walk into the gro- 
cery store, are we becoming a little too paranoid 
about being germ-free? Favia and other health 
experts say no. The idea that a person can overdo it 
on cleanliness is a myth, they say 



"Some of the logic behind that is there's certain 
bacteria. required in your body to break down food 
and things like that," Favia said. "They're not 
something you're picking up off desks and key- 
boards. The bacteria you're wiping away with 
those sanitizers are not the bacteria you want." 

Still, although you can't oversanitlze, you have 
to be careful not to damage the ski/i. Experts say 
hand-washing to the point of creating cracks in the 
skin can create opportunity for. infection. Because 
many sanitizing gels are alcohol-based, they, too, 
can compromise the integrity of the skin if used 
excessively, . 

"Youwant to be sanitary with your hands, but 
you also want to be safe," Favia said. 

And as for all those hand-sanitizing gels on the 
market, Favia said they should only be used when 
. soap and water are not available. 

■'You're always better off washing your hands," 
he said. "Hand sanitizers do work and kill bacteria. 
They can be used as a temporary means. If you 
have [germs] on your hands, you're killing them, 
but you're not flushing them away." 

So exactly how often should you wash your 
hands? 

Hands should be washed before eating, prepar- 
ing food and after using the rest room, said Cindy 
Gross, an epidemiologist for the Kane County 
Health Department. She also recommends washing 
your hands after assisting a child in the bathroom 
and before touching contact lenses. 

"It does seem like common sense to wash your 
• hands, but unfortunately, it doesn't always occur," 
Gross said.

Long before Jessica 
Seinfeld (Jerry Seinfeld's 
wife), author of "Deceptively ■ 
Delicious," began slipping 
spinach into brownies and 
cauliflower into mashed pota- 
toes to get her kids to eat 
more vegetables, we were 
doing the same thing, but not 
as secretly Kids usually know 
when someone is trying to 
fool them, so our approach to 
introducing children to veg- 
etables has always been to let 
. them see what they're eating. 
Also, we're careful about the 
add-ins. Beets and broccoli 
might work in the Seinfeld 
kitchen, but we like to start 
with less assertive flavors, 
like green beans. 

Spanish rice, which is 
Spanish in name only and. 
probably comes from a 
Mexican dish with onion and 
tomatoes, is a great recipe for 
culinary doctoring. 

For serving along with kid 
food like hamburgers or hot 
dogs, we go for Spanish rice 
with green beans and toma- 
■ toes. 

There's nothing mysteri- 
ous about it; the rice is lightly 
browned and cooked with 
green beans, which are diced 
but recognizable, and toma- 
toes, cut in small chunks. 

We suggest that the first 
time you make it, you use a 
small amount of green beans; 
once you're sure your chil- 
dren like it, add more the next 
time. 

If they're turned off after 
a few bites, put the recipe in 
the "hold" file and try again 
another time. 

Child experts say to pick 
your battles, but food should 
not be one of them. Most chil- 
dren will eventually eat all 
kinds of vegetables, and some 
will surprise you and turn 
into vegetarians.

It 
also serves as a reminder that, 
if you haven't created a stock- 
pile yet, now is the time to cre- 
ate one. Emergency kits 
should include at least a three- 
day supply of bottled water 
(one gallon of water per per- 
son per day), non-perishable 



foods and essential medica- 
tions set aside for each family 
member. 

Your stockpile ' should in- 
clude foods that don't require 
refrigeration and are not high 
in salt. It should also contain 
flashlights, a manual can 
opener, a radio, batteries and 
copies of important docu- 
ments. ' Depending on your 



family's needs, you may also 
need pet food, contact lens so- 
lution or diapers. Once you've 
assembled your stockpile, put 
it where you won't be tempted 
to "borrow" from it the next 
time you run out of batteries 
or need beans for a recipe. 
Remember: Your stockpile is 
for emergencies.
